Nearby was -. the door. of another 
poorbox, the door of which had been 
pried loose. 

“Throw up your hands!” command- 
ed Sully, and the hands of the old 
man went up, while the bunch of 
keys from which he was trying to 
Select one that would open the poor- 
box fell to the floor. 

Has Only 27 Cents. 

Finding his prisoner unarmed 
Sully allowed him to lower his hands 
and pick up his equipment. Then he 


Was taken to the North Market-Streec } 


Station and locked up. 

* That he had planned to visit ah 
the Catholic churches in the city was 
shown, the police believe, by a list 
of churches which was found in his 
possession. He also had a map of 
the city on which was marked the 
location of the churches. His equip- 
ment consisted of three screwdrivers, 
three candles 2-4 17 keys. 

Wallace says the 27 cents found in 
his pocket was his own and that he 
got nothing from the poorbox he had 
opened before the watchman caught 
him. 

Reads of Negro’s Theft. 

Capt. Johnson had an interview with 
Wallace Saturday morning, during 
which the prisoner said Waliace was not 
his right name and that he would not 
tell what his reai name was. 

“I live in a Missouri town,” he said, 
“and am a widower with two children. 
1 was out of work and could find noth- 
ing to do. A few days ago I read of a 
negro who stole a communion set from 
* church and I thought I could do the 
SB iiie,. 

“IT saw the communion set in this 
church, but concludcd it would not 
be worth while taking it. It would 
be hard to dispose of and whoever 
bought it would want to get it for a 
very small amount. 

“It’s My First Job.” 

“This ig the first job I ever did. I 
didn’t m.ind robbing a church. 1 have 
no use for churches. I was born a 
Catholic, but have not been inside 
one of their churehes since I was 3 
years old. The list of churches and 
the map showing where they are lo- 
cated I found in the basement of the 
church. I also found the tools there.”

1500 spectators collapsed. The acci- 
dent occurred a few moments after the 
last car in the Elgin cup race, driven 
by Ralph Mulford, had started. Grant

Among the injured were Mrs. Ray 
Graham, daughter of Senator William 
Lorimer and daughter-in-law of Andrew 
Graham, recently a candidate for May- 
or of Chicago, and Mrs. Charles Coey 
of Chicago, whose eye was badly 
bruised and whose ankle was twisted. 
Mrs. Graham's leg was broken. 

This injury, with two others of a sim- 
ilar nature, were the only serious ones. 

The 305-mile race was stopped at the 
end of the first lap and those who were 
unable to walk were removed to the 
field hospital in ambulances.

death of his dog. The dog had been | 


in his family for ‘several years, was 
highly trained and Zobel declares that 
he was exceedingly efficient as a watch 
dog. 

After several weeks’ search for wit- 
nesses, Zobel received an anonymous 
letter pe him the name of the man 
who shot the dog, and the names of 
several persons who saw it. He then 
went to the prosecuting authorities and 
asked for a warrant for Rausch, but 
declared that on account of the inter- 
ference of two Republican city Com- 
mitteemen in behalf of Rausch, he 
could get nothing done. 

Zobel then appealed to the Humane 
Society, and Secretary John H. Holmes 
took hold of the case, put a detective 
to work to get witnesses and employed 
a lawyer to prosecute Rausch. 

In the trial of the case Friday Rausch 
admitted that he shot the dog while 
it was playing on the streets, and on 
his own testimony Judge Sanders im- 
posed the fine. Zobel has sued Rausch 
for $500 damages, and is also seeking 
@ warrant for Rausch’s arrest for dts- 
charging firearms on the streets. 

“T have not had two hours’ con- 
secutive sleep a nicht since my dog 
was killed, said Zobel. “He was a 
wonderfully smart little fellow, and 
perfectly harmless. He was a fine 
watch dog, and protected my home at 
all hours of the night. He weighed 
16 pounds, and I expect to make Rausch 
pay $60 a pound for the pleasure he 
had out of shooting him down on the 
street.”

Really it is impossible to give even an 
approximate idea about the financial 
end. By not landing at Sheepshead 
Bay track I lost a guarantee of $1000 
which had been deposited in a bank at 
Albany. On my trip I refused to take, 
money for any advertising propositions. 
Many such refusals were made. A type- 
writer concern offered $1000 if I would 
carry an aluminum typewriter machine 
on the aeroplane to New York. 

At least two mechanicians and his 
manager were following Atwood all the 
way. Such mechanical experts receive 
from $35 to $50 a week and expenses. 

Game Rather Tham Money. 

Atwood has been a most difficult sub- 
ject for the business managers of aero- 
nautics. He is a college man with 
sportsmanlike instincts, and the game 
appeals to him more strongly than the 
money. .Of whatever money he received 


with which he broke at Lyons, N. Y., is 
supposed to have received the lion's 
share, including the purse contributed 
by the St. Louls Post-Dispatch when 
he started on his journey. 

The aviator might easily have accepted 
a ton of mail and messages, from all 
classes of people in every town where 
he stopped.

It is now established that the wreck 
was caused by a 9-pound rail, which 
was shattered into 17 pieces on top of 
the 400-foot bridge. Officials say that 
‘here was a pipe or air hole 14 inches 
long in the center of the steel, on 
which they paid a premium price, and 
that it was impossible to detect this 
defect by inspection. 

Three cars of the train of 14 plunged 
from the track. The train was bound 
from Buffaio to Jersey City, and a ma- 
jority of those aboard were on their 


ern Pennsylvania. 
Woman Will Die. 

One woman, now at Thompson Memo- 
rial Hospital, Canandaigua, has a frac- 
tured skuH and cannot iive, but so- far 
as known the other injured will re- 
cover. . 

Coroner LEiseline has been making 

careful efforts to obtain the names of 
the injured, but so many were taken 
away to various cities including Gene- 
va, Canandaigua, Rochester and smaller 
intermediate piaces that a complete list 
is almost impossible to compile. 
- Linemen have strung temporary wires 
around. the wreck and across the creek 
and inquiries are now being received 
from various persons which it is ex- 
pected will lead to additional identi- 
fications. At Shortsville, accessible by 
rail only. from @ branch of the New 
York Central, scarcely a dozen refugees 
from the wreck have come to make 
bona fide efforts at identification. 

This morning 11 of the 22-.hbodies in 
the Shortsville morgue had not been 
identified. They include nine women, 
one man and a 6-year-old child, whose 
mother is said to be one of the un- 
identified dead. 

Inquest Monday. 

Coroner Elesline said this morning, “I 
have decided to hold the inquest Mon- 
day in the village town hall in Shorts- 
ville. I am getting out subpenaes for 
the train crew, railroad track inspect- 
ors, passengers and eye witnesses. It 
will be impossible to hold any inquest 
today. The Public Service Commission 
of the second district has three of- 
ficials here under the direction of Archi- 
bald Buchanan.’”’ 

A staff of 16 undertakers worked all 
right embalming bodies and in removing 
as far as possible the scars made by the 
wreck, 

The place selected for &@ morgue was 
ill adapted for this purpose. It was in 
the basement of a country furniture 
store and was about fifty feet long and 
% feet wide, the walls cluttered up with 
stock. 

In the extreme front a small space was 
afforded for the handling of the bodies. 
As fast as they were brought in they 
were taken one at a time and placed 
sid® by Side on cheap wire cots and as 
they soon filled the cellar, in many cases 
two bodies were placed on one cot.

Opponents of 9-Hour Statute] Mrs.- Stella Lucas, Suing, Insists 
for Workirig Women to Take | Husband Is Always Telling 


Matter to High Court. 
FINE POINT IS AT_ ISSUE 


Plaintiffs to Insist Meaning Is So 
Vague That Act Should Be 
Stricken Off. 


Opponents of the new State law 
which prohibits the employment of 
women more than nine hours a day, 
who are planning to attack the law in 
a test case to be carried to the Supreme 
Court, are depending upen an “and’’ 
where an “or” ought to be, to invali- 
date the law. They will make other 
arguments against it, but the mis- 
placed “‘and’’ will be their chief re- 
Lance. 


Section. 7815 of the law says that “no 
female shall be employed in any man- 
ufacturing or mechanical and mercazn- 


tile establishment, iaundry or work- 


shop” in the state more than nine hours 
a day. | 

The law in force before the enact- 
ment of the present one named manu- 
facturing and mercantile establish- 
ments. An attempt to enlarge the scope 
of the law by including “mechanical” 
establishmerits resulted in the use of 
‘and” in such a position that it is 
contended to qualify beth “manufact- 
turing’ and “mercantile” establish- 
ments and renders the meaning of the 
seetion so uncertain that opponents of 
the law believe the Supreme Court will 
knock it out. 

Lawyer Is Retained. 

J. J. O’Halloran has “been retained 
to. bring a test case and carry it 
through as rapidly as possible to the 
Bupreme Court. He is now out of the 
city, but will take it up as soon as 
he returns. The decision, will probably 
turn on whether the Supreme Court 
construes the law liberally or rigidly. 

As the legislation is a departure from 
the common law, some lawyers ‘think 
that the court will be bound iby the 
rule of rigid interpretation;“which ob- 
tains in such cases. 

In the meantime the law: is ‘being 
enforced by Factory Inspector, Wil- 
liams. Few attempts to évade it are 
encountered. Factory men tell Wil- 
liams that they are getting as. much 
work done under the nine-hour sys- 
tem as under 10 hours. In many in- 
stances the same wages are being 
paid as were paid for 10 hours” work. 

Women Urged to Help. 

The Womeh’s Trade Union League 
has sent out circulars to women 
workers urging them to help in the 
enforcement. of the law by notifying 
the Factory Inspector or the league 
of any violation. 

“Remember,” the circular reads, 
“rush seasons and overtimée.pay for 
a short while means slew seasons 
and short pay for a long while. A 
shorter workday means a longer sea- 
son, and in the end more pay. You 
can gave your health, keep your job, 
have steadier work and more money 
at the year’s end by helping to en- 
force the nine-hour law.”

gued. 

The jury at the request of Prose- 
cutor Wendenberg examined the car 
carefully as it stood on the lawn out- 
side of the courtroom, Several of the 
jurymen particularly inspected the 
portion of the .car underneath the 
seat, where the prosecution claims a 
grease pan would catch anything 
which dropped. 

Man Alone Near Car. 

Incidentally, the morning’s testimony 
of the six boys brought out the fact 
that one of their number, F. B. Adams, 
who went alone to the dance at Bon 
Air, saw a man unaccompanied stand- 
ing by a machine near the scene where 
the murder was three hours later com- 
mitted. This was in line with the idea 
of the Commonwealth that Beattie 
placed a gun in the bushes near by so 
that it would be available when he was 
ready for the deed of which he stands 
accused.

Calls Report of Commission on 
Southern Traction Grant 
‘Unsatisfactory. 


IT MERELY PICKS FLAWS 


Jeptha..Howe Says Franchise 
Has Already Been Robbed 
of Its Greater Values. 





Delegates John J. Lahiv of the Sixth 
Ward, who, at the request of the Rev. 
Dr. W. W. Boyd, introduced a _ bill 
iti the House of Delegates authoriziag 
the repeal of the franchise granted to 
the Southern Ilinois Traction Co., told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
fhe regarded the report of the Public 
Service Commission on the repeal bil: 
and franchise as eee and unsat- 
isfactory. 

“The report starts out by finding 
numerous faults with the franchise,” 
said Delegate Lahiv. “Yet it recom- 
mends that the franchise be not re- 
pealed, but amended to cure its defects. 
The Commissiony finding objections 'o 
the franchise in its present form, should 
have submitted with its report a bi'l 
amending the franchise so that it wouid 
fully protect the interests of the city. 

‘The repeal bill will come. up for final 
action in the House of Delegates Tues- 
day night. I have conferred with the 
business men of my ward, and find them 
to be practically unanimously in favor 
of this franchise. Therefore, in view 
of the fact that the Public Service Com- 
mission did not recommend the repeal of 
the franchise, I will have to vote as my 
constituents want me to vote—against 


j the repeal.”’ 


_, Howe Says Grant Is Weakened, 

‘Jeptha D. Howe, through whose ef- 
forts the Southern Traction Co. fran- 
chise was passed, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the rights and powe-:s of 
the company had been so restricted by 
the Municipal Assembly that the fran- 
chise is practically worthless to the 
company except as a connecting link to 
enable it to deliver it’ passengers and 
express in St. Louis. 

“Nearly everything of value already 
has been taken from the franchise, un- 
til about all that is left us is the own- 
ership of the road and the right to haul 
goods into St. Louis free of charge. 

“Now the Public Service Corporation 
comes along and recommends that an 
amendment be made to enable the city 
to take part of the ownership away 
from us-and make part of our property 
a municipal road. 

“Then it is urged that the franchise 
be amended to make it for an indefenite 
period. That would leave us in the po- 
sition of having to sell the bonds to 
build the road without having any as- 
surance that the franchise would last 
long enough to pay the bonds.”’ 

The Public Service Commission sub- 


night. Numerous defects in the original 
franchise were pointed out by the com- 
mission, which recommended that it be 
amended, but not repealed. 

The following defects in the franchise 
were. pointed out by the commission: 

The Missouri statutes forbid the 
granting of franchises for street rail- 
Ways to foreign corporations, and as 
the Southern Illinois Traction Co. is an 
Illinois corporation, there.is great doubt 
as to the validity of the franchise. 

The street railway tracks in St. Louis, 
over which it is proposed to operate the 
Southérn Illinois cars, are 4 feet, 10- 
inch gauge, while the interurban cars 
are 4 feet 8% inches. This difference 
in the gauge will make it almost im- 
possible to operate Southern Traction 
cars in streets now occupied by United 
Railways. 

Term of Franchise Too Long. * 

The SO-year term of the franchise is 
too long. The commission recommends 
an indeterminate franchise, with a pro- 
vison that if it is repealed the grantee 
should be paid by the city a sum equal 
to its investment for the public service. 

The commission finds that the acquisi- 
tion of interurban railroads is of great 
importance to the city, especially the re- 
taii nférchants, and that a proper bridge 
Peiicy will result, in a few years, in 
making Southern Illinois tributary to St. 
Louis. 


“It recommends the enactment of gen- 
eral ordinances, making it easy for all 
interurban roads to gain access to the 
city over the free bridge. Special fran- 
chises always make it possible for the 
company first occupying the bridge to 
throw obstacles inf the way of others. 

The Commission declares that the city 
ought to reserve the right to pur- 
chase the tracks and oyerhead work 
of such interurban railroads as :aay 
obtain’ right to use its streets. As the 
space for’ looping facilities is limited, 
the’ city may find ft necessary to as- 
sume complete control over these loops. 

The repeal of the,ordinance, the Com- 
mission says, is not warranted, if it is 
porsible to amend it to properly protect 
the city in the future contro] of inter- 
urban traffic across the bridge. 


Ne Eyidence of Bad Faith. 

The commission found no evidence of 
bad faith on the part of the grantees, 
or improper motives on the part of the 
city in. granting the franchise. The 
bill shows evidence of effort to pro- 
cect. the interests of the city, but fails 
principally because {it-is a special ordi- 

ce instead of a general grant, and 
that the period of the grant is for .. 
years instead of indeterminate. The ab- 
sence of a. provision authorizing the city

FATHER OF TEN CHILDREN 


Stormy Scene Followed Discov- 
ery of Note and Man Was 
Morose Whole Dav. 





A love letter bearing no name or ad- 
dress led to the suicide of James O. 
Morse of 1368 Blackstone avenue, shoe 
buyer for Hilts Shoe Co., after it had 
been discovered by his wite. 

The letter was written after midnight 
Thursday and found Friday morning 
before Morse left his home. ~A scene 
with his wife followed the finding of the 
letter and Morse did not go to work. 
Through the mornfng and early : -ter- 
noon he remained, morose and silent, at 
his home. 

Late in the afternoon Mrs. Morse sent 
one of her daughters to call the family 
physician, Dr. W. Antoine Hall of low 
‘Lower Grove avenue, who, in addition 
to his prof--sional relations with the 
family, was a personal and business 
associate with Morse. 

Later in the afternoon Morse called 
Dr. Hall, and an engagement for 4:30 
was made. When Dr. Hall arrived 
Morse had retired to his room and 
locked the door. After some delay the 
door was opened, and Dr. Hall found 
his friend dead on his bed, with a glass 
beside him out of which he had drunk 
the contents of a three ounce bottle of 
carbolic acid. 

Note to Doctor. 

On the dresser was a note: “Dr. Hall, 
don’t let Gussie give letter to reporters. 
Make it just a plain case of suicide. 
Last request. J. O. MORSE.”’ 

There was also a check for Mrs. Morse 
with the amount of his balance in the 
bank left blank. 

The whole affair was a compiéte sur- 
prise to Dr. Hall, who regarded Morse 
az one of the steadiest of men. 

Mrs. Morse said she had suspected 
something for a long time, as her hus- 
band had grown neglectful and morose. 
She also said he had grown careless 
about meeting his financial obligations 
promptly, and for the first time in their 
life had allowed bills to accumulate. 
I'rom this“she concluded some of her 
rusband’s income was. being diverted 
and naturally she suspected the usual 
We}. 

Other Woman a Mystery. 

Nothing is known of who the other 
woman is. There was no address on 
the letter and nothing to identify the 
woman to whom the impassioned 
epistle was addressed. In the letter 
Moerse refers to a telephone call from 
the woman that -he did not feceive 
and begs her to met him that day. 

Morse was 39 years old and the father 
of ten children; seven of whom are 
living. He was employed as a shvue 
buyer for Brandt’s for several years 
and at the time of his death occupied 
a similar position for Hilt’s Shoe Coa 
Or his Hfe he carried $3000 insurance 
in the Royal Arcanum and $2000 in the 
New York Life.

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' UNITED RAILWAY ’ “*SURPLUS.’’ 
_ “Financial America” grows: enthusiastic over 
the financial showing of the United Railways for 
the first seven months of 1911. It says: 

It is obvious the surplus available for 
dividends will be considerably more than is 
required to pay dividends of 5 per cent on 
the preferred stock outstanding. The com- 
‘pany will probably have $1,000,000 ae sang 
this year available for dividends. 

The company may have $1,000,000 surplus this 
- year, but it_will hardly be available for dividends. 
. The preferred stock outftanding is $16,986,500 and 
the annual dividend requirements are about $850,- 
000. The dividends are cumulative and were sus- 
pended that the physical properties of the com- 
pany might receive repairs and replacements. 
The million-dollar surplus, if realized, would not 
pay the dividends that have accumulated. 
Whether the surplus will ever catch up with the 
growing obligations is an interesting point, even 
if we dismiss the matter of the payment of ma- 
turing bonds. 

Gross and net receipts are growing reasonably

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FREE BRIDGE PROBLEMS. 

With a dil] providing for a “northeast” ap- 
proach to the Municipal Bridge on the east side, 
and another for the creation of a Bridge Com- 
mission before it, the Municipal Assembly has an 
opportunity to address itself exclusively to these 
important matters. 

The location of the east side approach was 
made by an ordiance jammed through last Octo- 
ber. Refusal of a public hearing and general 
high-handed tactics created suspicion of legisla- 
tive sincerity at the time. The suspicion has been 
confirmed. The approach is made to terminate 
at the tracks of the Illinois Transfer Railroad, 
which is owned by the Terminal Association. No 
railroad can get to the Municipal Bridge without 
using the tracks of the association whose monop- 
oly the Free Bridge is being built to break. The 
ordinance has other defects, It creates grade 
crossings. It puts the approach under the police 
power of East St. Louis. It waives, by impli- 
cation, the rights of eminent domain conferred 
on St. Louis by act of Congress. There is ground 
for the belief that, instead of a mere blunder, 
the whole thing is a carefully devised plot to 
pocket the bridge approach in the Terminal yards, 
and impair and limit the service it may render. 
Whether blunder or design, it leaves the Termi- 
nal-monopoly in control of the Free Bridge and 
‘the situation. 

The ordinance for another approach, which 
avoids grade crossings, the whims of.East St. 
Louis, and carries the approach above all inter- 
secting railroads into the free territory - beyond 
the limits of East St. Louis, should be passed. 

The bridge commission is a perplexing matter, 
The matter of rules and regulations for the con- 
duct of the bridge has not been much discussed. 
The one thing settled is that it must be a free 
bridge and it is plain it cannot be a free bridge 
if franchises are given for its use. 

In the bill introduced at the request of the 
Bridge Committee of the Real Estate Exchange 
there is much good material. But it is by no 
means certain that an elective commission of 
three men is desirable. Progress in municipal 
thought is not toward such commissions, but 
away from them. The new charter idea is not 
dead. It will doubtless come up again for final 
judgment before the bridge is finished. In any 
event, one $9000 man is better than three $3000 
men, and the responsibility should be placed 
where it belongs—on the Mayor. 

It is a pat objection,that Mayor Kreismann is 
not to be trusted with\such power. But Kreis- 
mann is a passing grief. The people should not 
elect men who can’t be trusted. 

These matters, and the related repeal of the 
one bridge franchise granted, invite the best ef- 
fort the Municipal Assembly has. to offer. 
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However, the country may be grateful to Mr. 
Taft in the end for having given it something 
more to vote upon than whether it shall be wet 
or dry. 
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LORIMER AND COOK. 

Dr. Cook and Mr. Lorimer, who are both lectur- 
ing in Illinois, should work as a team. The way 
Cook got to the pole was at least as good as the 
manner in which Lorimer got to the United 
States Senate. The story of now Lorimer strug- 
gled through adversity and Cook battled through 
ice is not only something in which they could 
alternate without anyone noticing where one be- 
gan and the other left off, but there are certain 
droll possibilities in it which might very reasona- 
bly be calculated to temper the wrath of the coun- 
try toward both of these men. 

If Mr. Lorimer hesitates to enter into any such 

partnership because he cannot believe that the 
doctor has as much gall as he has, or that he 
would go to lengths to which the Illinoisan is by 
this time accustomed, let him be undeceived. Cook 
said at the Aurora Chautauqua the other day 
that but for him Peary would still be looking for 
the pole at our expense. 
Mr. Lorimer himself could not beat that. He 
would, indeed, find himself hard put to hold 
up his end, the entertainment would amuse every- 
body, and weightier matters could for a brief 
season of merriment simply go hang. 
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It was announced on Aug. 24 that St. Louis 
ice cream contains almost no butter fat. This 
reminds us of that perennial battle with the local 
Ice Trust which usually breaks out with great 
fury in St. Louis about the time of the first frost. 

JOB FOR THE BAKERS. 

Following the appeal of the Chicago baker to 
his fellows to educate the housewife to quit bak- 
ing bread, we have the bulletin of Dr. Cutler, 
State Food Commissioner. Dr. Cutler says that 
many bakeshops in St. Louis are ill kept, un- 
reened, dirty and apparently never scrubbed. 
He destroyed much “egg substitute,” a harmful 
chemical. 

There are many good, iui sanitary bakeries 
in St. Louls. To these the appeal to stop the un- 
sanitary home baking was made. We suggest 
to the master bakers that before they begin the 
“education” of the housewives, they educate the 
bakers. It would bring them into high repute, 
save the State and city much trouble and money, 
and the consumer many an ailment. The baker 
should be proud enough of his craft to prevent 
the conditions Dr. Cutler found, and proud 
enough of his product to, wrap it up before de- 
livery. 
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Dr. Cook has ventured from hiding and is giv- 
ing a few lectures while everybody is occupied 
with trying to get a punch at McCabe. 
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VALUE OF ATWOOD’S FLIGHT. 
In his record-breaking flight of 1261 miles, 
from St. Louis to New York, Harry N. Atwood 
has demonstrated what careful, sane aero- 
planing means under the limitations of one of 














expert and careful flyer could have. made the| 
trip in much less time, if there were no delays 
for what Atwood calls “sideshows.” One feature 
of the journey is the demonstration that an aero- 
plane flying east from St. Louis has favoring 
winds nearly all the way. The next aerial test 
should be a trip in the opposite direction, so that 
the difference in wind currents may be demon- 
| strated. 

Perhaps the most valuable: result of the “fight 
is the showing in regard to durability and com- 
parative strength of aeroplane engine parts. Aero- 
plane builders should aim at the perfection which 
will make the escort of.an automobile car- 
rying substitute parts unnecessary. The aim 
should be to make the aero engine as durable 
and reliable as that of the best motor car.

‘*St. Louis Meelis a Man.’’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your cannon-ball editorial Thursday “St. Louis 
Needs a Man” is the “best stuff” put into print 
in St. Louis for a long time. Since it refers to 
the Civic League “planning unfon and organiza- 
tion as a first step in its (St. Louis’) awakening 
or re-awakening,” an incident at the noonday 
meeting of the Ad Men’s League Wednesday is 
pertinent. A suggestion from the Civic League 
secretary for the ad men to join the League as. 
a body was met with a statement from one of 
the ad men that the League is a “political cr- 
ganization” and the work of the ad men is not 
along those lines. Nor was the statement -e- 
futed, though half a dozen ad men present were 
members of the Civic League, as was shown 
by a call for that information and which led 
to the adoption.of a motion to continue represen- 
tation as individuals rather than as a body. 

This apparent lack of faith in civic organiza- 
tions cannot be wholly the fault of the people— 
as in the Gase of the ad men—nor for want of 
earnestness of such endeavors, especially of the 
Civic League and its worthy promoters. It is 
evident that we need a man—not a boss or 
political leader of the partisan type—but a real 
leader—whose life and work will tower above 
Organizations and to whom all St. Louis can 
point as a man big enough to personify the 
push and progress of St. Louis, and strong 
enough to carry out his purpose, or a purpose 
déspite the discord of “inharmonious factions” 
harping on their various policies. He must ne 
aman of broad sympathies and wide experience 
with large: ideas—a man like the late Frank R, 
O’Neill of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is easily understood why men of this type 
choose the quiet work of private walks rather 
than face the abuse of public life, yet in the two 
examples quoted, Pingree of Detroit and John- 
son of Cleveland, municipal leadership is raised 
to a plane of honor worthy of the effort, Such 
honors, however, rarely come to the man who 
woes into the game for the honor, but to one 
who tackles the task because of a sense vf 
duty and who becomes a, leader not by political 
manipulation of organizations, but through the 
pre-eminence of his achievements. St. Louis nas 
men big enough and men! willing, too, to sacri- 
fice their personal plans for the public good if 
they coulg feel sure their hands would be up- 
held. 

It is to be hoped that the Civic League may 
develop and bring forward this man instead of 
becoming what one ad man, at least, believes 
and other St. Loulsans perhaps fear it may be 
or become—a political organization.

I can remember Mr. Francis ar- 
riving at all hours, pulling beds open to see the 
condition ‘of patient; eating the food for patients 
just as it was about to be served in the wari; 
asking patients how they were treated; getting 
any complaint direct. I have seen him many 
times go to every bed, at Quarantine during an 
epidemic. He personally inspected every detail— 
every requisition received his close scrutiny. He 
fought down every useless expense, made war on 
every bit o8 waste, and woe to the employe 
found guilty. He never took anyone's word, his 
own investigation was the only thing he a-- 
‘cepted. Old employes like Dr. Dorsett, Dr. 
Sib Carson, Dr. Tom Robinson, Shapleight, Willis 
Hall, Howard can recall his vigilance. He rule 
with a mightiness that demanded obedience and 
dealt with no lealiency when an infringement 
of diets had been committed, 

One of the complaints now made is that em- 
ployes will not stay long in the service of the 
city. In the time of Mr. Francis it was nothing 
to serve 8, 10, 12 years; you were a néw employe 
until you had served 8 years, Men and women 
grew old in his .service—hard as it was—hard 
only to those who failed in their duty. 

He made us tremble when he was dealing out 
corrections, but he sheltered and cared for us 
as his own when we were in need, His wrath 
for the transgressor was fierce and terrible; but 
his mercy ang kindness for the lowly and un- 
fortunate was unmeasured and bountiful.

Take the record of the congressional 
session just ended. What are the ‘‘facts’’ 
regarding it? Independent, frank, judi- 
cious men are not, we think, very far 
apart -in their judgments. They find 
much that is commendable in the Dem- 
ocratic course; they see sense and hon- 
esty in the attitude of the administra- 
tion and many of its supporters; they 
paint no faction all black or all red.

Parti- 
sanship would have killed reciprocity: 
breadth and sanity enacted the other 
good measures. The world does move, 
even if stump oratory fails to reflect 
thé movement onward and upward.

Magistrate Freschi Says the Wife Opens Way for First 
Disagreement. Interviews for the Post-Dispatch.

lem of marriage in the unreasonable- 
ness of the woman or the petty exac- 
tions of the man? 


the divorce court. It is offered by John 
J. Freschi in a recent article in Har- 
per’s Weekly, which he calls ‘‘Why Mar- 
riage Ties Are Rent.’’ For he declares 
high-handedly that the wife has been 
to blame in the very great majority of 
domestic discords which it has been a 
part of his judicial duty to atune. 

You don’t agree with him? Neither 
do I. Neither does Mrs. Mary Beard, 
editor of The Woman Voter. Mr. 
Freschi is a New York magistrate. He 
Bays: 

“If you trace the quarrels to their be- 
ginning, you will find that in most in- 
stances it was the woman who opened 
the way for the final disagreement. It 
is my opinion that, of the domestic 
snaris that reach court, the majority 
might have been avoided had the young 
wives more freely exercised—understand- 
ing, consideration, trust, liberal reason- 
ing.”’ 

And that isn’t all. Even though we 
may yearn to fall upon and destroy 
woman's latest accuser for these few 
words, let’s give him some more rope. 
es A FREQUENT cause of marital dis- 

agreement lies in the fact that 
80 Maty women marry to better their 
condition,’ ¢eontinues Magistrate Fres- 
chi’s article. ‘This is true of every 
class. But it is most particularly true 
of the young woman of the great mid- 
dle class—daughters of respectable fam- 
flies who take employment not to sup- 
port themselves, but generally because 
the family purse is too light to enable 
them to keep up with the modern de- 
These young women 
marry to shift responsibility, as it were, 
not realizing that in marriage there are 
greater responsibilities.” 

Later the Magistrate cites what he 
considers a typical case af‘marital dis- 
cords: 

“One the many cages of this kind that 
I recall had to do with a man who 
married a pretty young school teacher 
Bome five years ago. She could not 
cook, although before marriage she had 


-discoursed knowingly upon the scienti- 


fic preparation of food. She would not 
take the trouble to learn, because she 
hated cooking. Besides, therc was food. 
already oooked, to be had at any del- 
jeatessen shop. He wanted roasts, pip- 
ing hot, lamb stews, and the like, and 
at first pleaded humbly for them. This 
proved unavailing, and he became 
snappy, while she in turn, as she ad- 


4 mitted, had scolded on every provoca- 


tion—particularly when he _ referred 
yearningly to the ‘things he used to 
get at home.’ : 
“That husband finally hunted up a 
boarding house noted for its good table 
and moved there, bag and baggage. 
The home ie still disrupted, I believe.’ 
«T HAT article is just the sort of 
thing that makes me boil!” ex- 
claimed Mrs. Mary Beard, who 
besides editing the official organ of the 
Woman Suffrage party presides over 
the happy home of a Columbia pro- 
fessor whom she met first in a co- 
educational college in Indiana, her 
mative State. Incidentally, she is as 
gentle a woman as ever rocked a cradle 
or scuttled a political prejudice. 


“here we have a magistrate whol’ 


offers as the solution of one of the 


‘gravest problems of existence ‘a roast 


piping hot,’ or a ‘lamb stew.’ For 
presumably, therefore, a lamb stew 
the lack of these luxuries he attributes 


“Find the woman!’”’ , 
is the latest solution of this riddle of 


the failure of his ‘typical’ marriages, 
would have saved the day. 

“Of course, the case he cites is not 
typical and no woman would be unfair 
enough to arraign a whole sex on such 
slender evidence. 

“Mr. Freschi’s article simply proves 
the necessity of the woman's point of 
view on the bench, the absolute crying 
need of women magistrates to hear the 
stories and endeavor to solve the prob- 
lem of the unhappily married women. 

DON’T say men are to blame for 

unhappy marriages,’’ Mrs. Beard 
continued. ‘I don’t believe they are, 
any more than women. Money and 
monotony are the principal causes of 
domestic misery—the lack.of money and 
the narrow, monotonous life which re- 
sults from it. But even among the 
very poor the man’s life is iess monot- 
onous than the woman’s. He has the 
interest of his outside work, of his par- 
ticipation in public affairs. The wife 
is shut in from these things. She shares 
none but the most trivial interests of 
tne husband. ' 

“Mr. Freschi would find better reasons 
for domestic misery than his article of- 
fers, in the economic dependence of the 
wife and thé difference in mind and 
point of view which results from the 
practical segregation of the sexes in 
éverything except their emotional life. 

“T believe that for a man and woman 
to love each other and live happily to- 
gether as husband and wife they have 
io know each other thoroughly, and 
there is no better place for acquiring 
such knowledge than in the public 
schools, the mixed high schools and the 
co-educational college. 

“T am a strong believer in co-educa- 
tion. The finest sort of feeling exists 
between the young men and women in 
the mixed colleges—a mutual admiration 
based on knowledge and respect for each 
other. And you do not often hear 
of discords between the husband and 
wife who first met in college. 

oo *- FRESCHI speaks of the work- 

ing girl as the poor drudge who 
marries seeking to better her condition. 
Why should she not have this hope? 
The aspiration, the ambition of some 
American woman is back of the achieve- 
ment of nearly every American man. 
“To prove his point the Magistrate 
cites the case of a $20-a-week stenog- 
rapher who-married a $30-a-week man 
and left him when he lost his position 
and had to take another paying but 
$18. Surely a $20-a-week girl is not show- 
ing symptoms of a mercenary spirit or 
of inordinate ambition in taking for 
her ‘husband a man who could not pos- 
sibly give her as much money as she 
could make herself. 
“We would be.far on the road to the 
solution of the marriage problem if 
every woman were trained to economic 
independence. I don’t mean that all 
wives should work for a living outside 
the home, but that they should be able 
to do so if necessary. Then they would 
have a more definite idea of the eco- 
nomic value of a wife’s work in the 
home.”

Many years ago the batter could call 
tor any kind of a ball that he wanted. 
In cther words, they pitched to a bat- 
ter’s strength in thosé days, and now 
they pitch to his weaknes<¢ 

The deportment of the players is dif- 

ferent. In the old days the players did 
not pay much attention to their physica! 
well being. Now they have to live and 
care for themselves so as to hold good 
in their respective positions. 
The outfielders have a greater know!l- 
edge of the individuality of batters. They 
learn the direction in which certain bat- 
ters hit, and shift their positions ac- 
cordingly.

I Willlam C, Sadler wears his sum- 
undershirt all winter and never 
/ «ses, He can laugh at the modern 
now and he is immune from 
‘in colds. But when he writes on 
« Cause and Cure of Colds,” he re- 
ubers that most people may never 
long enough to become fittest to 
rvive. If their doctors insist, they 
“die trving,’’ as he almost did 
mself before he learned how not to 
*.,eze when sitting in the “draft buga- 
low.” Holding that the modern microbe 
is the agency through which the un- 
fiiiest to survive catch cold and are 
.‘tninated in the interest of a general 
uplift for the race, he proposes to tem- 
,er this scientific justice with mercy. 
fe compromises the sternness of mod- 
-rm scientific principles. If anyone gets 
eo thin that he no longer has flesh 
~nough to keep a blizzard from blowing 
completely through him, he authorizes 
him to forgo the luxury of pretending 
to be one of the fittest. Such a per- 
son may leave off his summer under- 
shirt and put on all the extra clothes 
he can afford instead of the flesh he 
cannot. He is permitted to keep out of 
drafts, avoid blizzards, and evade old- 
fashioned colds in old-fashioned ways, 
if by so doing he can go on struggling 
to survive in spite of his unfitness. As 
the author of “The Science of Living” 
and the member of a notable list of 
selentifie societies, Dr. Sadler repre- 
sents modern science, as it operates to 
improve the human. race by its approval 
of elimination. But he nas weakly com- 
promised. He recognizes the common 


nature eliminates the unfit. He sees 
“early that science by advising the un- 
fit to wear a summer undershirt through 
‘he blizzard season is making fitness 
the sole test. Then merely because he 
almost. died of common colds himself 
before he became fit to survive, he 
proceeds to tell people how they may 
survive in spite of unfitness that is so 
obvious as to be in every’ scientific 
sense a public scandal. He encourages 
them to become fit by modern scientific 
methods if they can: In the meantime, 
while they are in danger of being elim- 
inated, he tells them to keep their feet 
dry, their heads cool and their bodies 
at a temperature that is not subject to 
sudden changes. Mild laxatives, proper 
food, good alr and scrubbing the skin 
hard enough to keep the pores open Will 
do the rest if they keep going. Above 
all, they must keep going. Dr. Sadler’s 
best remedy against elimination by 
common @olds is to raise the chin to a 
level, throw back the shoulders, step 
out into the open air and keep moving 
with the shoulders back and the chin 
up until the body’s habit of producing 
its own “toxins” is checked. He gives 
4 number of good prescriptions for check- 
ing both the common cold and the 
chronic. Menthol and its allied reme- 
dies are approved ang recommended. 
For a wash to check chronic catarrh 
in its worst stage, he recommends a 
mild solution of equal parts of common 
soda, common salt and borate of so- 
dium. Perhaps there fg nothing better. 
After that, catarrh sufferers are urged 
to remember that they have a tendency 
te go on catching cold faster than 
they ean cure it and that while a 
tendency may be held in check, it can 
no more be cured scientifically than 
original sin ean be theologically. The 
unfit who follow Dr. Sadler may go on 
struggling to survive until they outlive 
even the fittest. Thig is rank heresy, 
put after having become highly scien-

A THRILLING SERIAL. 
LASON THOMPSON is editing a 


serial story full of thrills. It has 

more “red blood’’ in it than the 
most thrilling Indiana fiction, but it is 
history. That is, if there is fiction in 
it historical fiction, founded on fact and 
authenticated by official statistics. If 
Slason Thompson ever writes fiction at 
all, he writes it only in this way. He 
knows how to distribute the most thrill- 
ing interest of history through page 
after page of statistics. This is the 
method he uses tn editing ‘“‘The Railway 
Library’’ as a serial. He is director of 
the Bureau of Railway News and Statis- 
tics in Chicago. His latest volume gives 
the thrilling story of American railways 
fur the last year (1910), the last 10 years, 
and the full period officially reported 
since the beginning of railway regula- 
tion in 1888, with suggestions of the 
whole period since the first locomotive 
whistle. With this, which is his personal 
contribution, modestly transferred to the 
back of the book, he gives a collection 
of noteworthy. addresses by railway 
presidents and other railway experts. 
“hese are very able. They are full of 
the most interesting information about 
railways and also of interesting and 
valuable growls. At one time, a railway 
expert who growled, showed nothing but 
his teeth. Now he shows his informa- 
tion. 

As a matter of history, after the 
growling is over, the editor publishes 
many pages of valuable facts, devot- 
ing a single page to one of the most 
remarkable showings of development 
ever made in this country or any oth- 
er. It summarizes the passenger busi- 
ness of American railways since 18838. 
This covers the whole period officially 
reported. It shows “a solitary net de- 
crease,’’ ~hich the editor calls the 
“highest tribute to the efficient manage- 
ment of American railways.’’ It is a 
decrease in the average rate (receipts) 
per mile per passenger from 2.349 cents 
in 1888 to 1.859 cents in 19%. This is a 
decrease of 26 per cent, accompanying 
an increase of 126 per cent in the total 
number of tfip-passengers; of 229 per 
cent in the number of passengers car- 
ried one mile; of 112 per cent in the 
number of miles covered by passenger 
trains; of 4 per cent in the average 
number of passengers carried to the 
train; of 46 per cent in the average jour- 
ney made by each passenger, and of 161 
per cent in passenger revenue. 

This helps to account for the almost 
continuous expert growl. Accord- 
ing to the experts, this passenger 
business is still done on a margin cf 
net profit so narrow that whenever 
the attempt is made to cut the mile 
rate per passenger it throws the bur- 
den of the passenger service on 
freight movement and tends to hold 
up the business of the country. An- 
other explanation of the grow] is the 
increase in average taxes on railroads 
from 3.86 per cent of gross earnings 
in 1888 te 3.74 per cent in 1910. As 
this is added to other “fixed charges,” 
also increasing annually, it looks 
staggering. During this same period, 
however, habits of overcapitalization 
have affected habits of assessment 
for taxation until small home-owners 
in incorporated towns and cities may 
be taxed in general and special taxes 
up to 10 per cent of their gross re- 
Tf they can- 
not pay, they “have to move.” It is 
because of such things as this that 
Mr. Thompson's serial is thrilling, as 
he issues it in annual numbers, each 
one year aheag of the slow-moving 
Interstate Commerce Commission.
